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Shoppers  Are 
Still  Checking 
Out  New  Bell

People  can  uet  attached  to  a  hrand  of 
imlk  They  like  to  see  their  old  familiar 
spices  on  Ihe  grocery  store  shelf. 

So  when  Bell  Market — Noe  Valley'.s 
favnritc  traditional  supermarket- 
changed  hands  in  June,  more  than  a  few 
people  wondered  whether  the  store  was 
on  Its  way  to  becoming  just  another 
honiogeni/cd  chain  outlet. 

But  reports  of  the  death  of  Bell  are.  at 
least  for  now,  greatly  exaggerated. 

"We've  made  a  few  changes,  but  for 
ihc  most  part  we've  left  it  alone."  said 
Larry  Hodges,  president  of  recently 
formed  Cala  Foods  Inc.  Hodges,  a  25- 
year  veteran  of  grocery  giant  Alpha  Beta, 
was  hired  to  take  over  the  23-slore  oper- 
ation in  May. 

The  new  chain  is  owned  by  a  Southern 
California  parent  company. 

The  Northern  California  division, 
headed  by  Hodges,  owns  four  Quality 
Foods  International  (QFI)  stores.  13  Cala 
Food  Stores,  a  supermarket  called 
Black's  in  Marin,  and  now  the  five  Bell 
Markets.  And  it's  looking  to  buy  more.

But  that  doesn't  mean  the  neighborhood 
store  has  to  lose  its  individual  character. 
Hodges  said  soothingly  in  an  interview 
from  the  company's  South  San  Franciscti 
offices  in  late  September.  The  last  thing 
the  chain  would  want  to  do.  he  said,  is 
alienate  Bell's  loyal  customers.  Accord- 
ingly, the  changes  at  the  24th  Street  Bell 
have  been  slow  and  relatively  minor. 

In  July  the  store  switched  to  a  new 
brand  of  milk  and  dairy  products.  Sunny- 


Two  Paiges  in  Local  History

Cows  were  mooing  and  chewing  out- 
side the  farmhouse  on  Clipper  Terrace  (a 
one-block-long  street  off  Clipper,  just 
west  of  Grand  View)  when  Edward  and 
Alfred  Paige  were  born — Ed  in  1906  and 
Al  in  1907.  Only  it  wasn't  Clipper  Terrace 
then,  it  was  their  uncle  James  Barsotli's 
Sunnyside  Ranch,  a  dairy  farm  with 
fences  ringing  10  acres  of  unbroken 
slopes  and  fields  in  upper  Noe  Valley. 

"I'm  a  young  S3."  Ed  announces  cheer- 
ily, eyes  twinkling  behind  his  glasses. 
Noting  that  he  was  born  three  months 
after  the  earthquake,  he  adds.  "And 
Alfred  is  even  younger — he's  82."  Of 
medium  height,  firm  build  and  energetic 
gait,  both  brothers  belie  their  birthdays. 
Only  casual  conversation  reveals  that  Al 
underwent  triple  bypass  surgery  two 
years  ago. 

Lifelong  residents  and  "everyman" 
historians  of  Noe  Valley,  the  Paiges  arc 
founders  of  one  of  the  neighborhood's 
first  community  gardens,  the  Clipper  Ter- 
race Community  Garden.  But  before  it 
grew  zucchini  and  Swiss  chard  for  people, 
this  land  was  a  pasture  for  Barsotti's 
75  cows. 

In  those  days  Al  used  to  milk  the  cows 
and  deliver  the  milk  for  5  cents  a  quart, 
and  then  both  boys  would  trudge  down 
to  Noe  Valley  School  al  24th  and  Doug- 
lass streets,  where  Noe  Courts  play- 
ground stands  today. 

"On  Ihe  side  of  the  hill  there  was  a 
spring  we  had  to  cross  on  the  trail  to 
school,"  Ed  recalls,  "and  we  would  bring 
a  board  plank  to  lay  across  it  every  morn- 
ing. (The  nameless  spring,  on  the  south 
side  of  Clipper  across  from  Grand  View, 
has  Howed  every  year,  says  Ed,  except 
this  last  year,  when  it  dried  up  "for  the 
first  time  in  memory" — possibly  due  to 


the  recent  drought.) 

"In  the  early  days  it  was  pretty  muddy 
below  our  house.  When  my  mother  and 
her  sisters  were  going  to  town,  they 
would  wear  old  shoes  and  walk  through 
the  mud  down  to  the  mailbox  at  25th 
Street  and  Grand  View.  There  they  would 
stash  their  muddy  shoes  in  the  mailbox, 
put  on  the  good  ones  they  carried  with 
them,  and  proceed  into  town." 

The  same  spring  that  the  brothers 
bridged  on  their  way  to  school,  notes  Ed. 
was  a  lifesaver  for  many  victims  of  the 
1906  earthquake.  Ed  has  carefully  pre- 
served, in  writing,  his  mother  Mary's  de- 
scription of  the  days  following  the  earth- 
quake: "People  who  were  burned  out  of 
their  homes  came  and  camped  on  the 
hillside."  she  told  her  son.  "drinking  and 
cooking  with  water  from  the  spring.  And 
for  years  after,  they  would  return  with 
cans  and  bottles  to  dip  up  the  water  and 
tell  us  thai  they  camped  up  here  40  years 
ago  and  remembered  how  good  and  ct)ld 
Ihe  water  was. 

"The  day  after  the  earthquake.  Twin 
Peaks  looked  like  it  was  covered  with 
snow.  Soldiers  had  dynamited  the  down- 
town office  buildings,  and  a  cloud  of 
burned  paper,  caught  in  Ihe  updraft  of 
the  fire,  floated  to  the  outskirts  of  town 
and  settled  down  over  the  hills.  It  was  an 
ama/ing  sight." 

Horses  as  well  as  cows  were  part  of 
their  life  as  the  Paige  brothers  were  grow- 
ing up.  As  late  as  1965.  Ai's  pinto  Tom. 
"the  last  horse  in  the  whole  area."  he 
says,  was  serving  as  a  landmark.  People 
asking  directions  were  told  to  "go  up 
Clipper  Street  till  you  see  the  red  and 
white  horse,  then  turn  left."  And  on  Hal- 
loween. A I  adds.  "When  some  of  the 
boys  got  likkered  up.  they'd  cume  and

Is  beauty  really  in  the  eye  of  the  behold- 
er, even  when  it  comes  to  billboard  ads 
for  cars  and  cigarettes?  According  to  a 
spokesperson  for  Gannett  Outdoor  sign 
company,  which  leases  a  N(»e  Valley 
billboard,  it  is.  Bui  neighbors  who  op- 
pose the  billboard  feel  otherwise. 

Since  moving  to  Noe  Valley  a  year 
ago.  Jersey  Street  resident  Joe  Gillach 
has  been  irked  by  the  large  billboard  ad- 
vertising cigarettes  at  Ihe  northwest 
corner  of  Castro  and  Jersey  streets.  Its 
size  and  lighting — and  the  constant 
vandalism  it  attracts — offend  him.  So 
he  and  some  neighbors  joined  together 
this  summer  to  ask  Gannett  to  remove 
the  sign 

"The  billboard  is  located  within  two 
blocks  of  both  a  Catholic  grade  school 
and  a  public  junior  high.  We  believe  it  is 
not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  neighbor- 
hood children,  or  the  public  image  of 
your  company,  to  promote  tobacco  prod- 
ucts to  minors."  Gillach  w  rote  to  Gannett

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Where's  the  Report 

on  Cancer  Cluster  Study? 

Edilor; 

The  pronouncement  thai  all  is  well 
with  regards  to  the  cancer  cluster  ("No 
Sign  of  Any  Environmental  LinkloChild 
Cancer  Cluster."  Noe  Valley  Voice 
September  1989)  is  a  little  premature. 
The  fact  is  that  to  date  (Sept.  12)  the 
Health  Department  has  refused  lo  release 
any  of  the  data  on  which  its  conclusions 
were  based. 

I  have  twice  called  Beverly  Hayon.  the 
Health  Department's  director  of  public 
information,  and  asked  for  the  rcpt)rt 
drawn  up  based  on  the  department's 
"seven  months  of  investigation."  Both 
times  she  refused  lo  release  this  report. 
Her  explanation  was  that  it  was  only  a 
"draft"  report. 

I  can  see  no  valid  reason  why  this  re- 
port— draft  or  not —  should  be  withheld 
from  the  public.  If  the  Health  Depart- 
ment can  publicly  declare  that  the  cancer 
cluster  was  most  likely  a  statistical  ano- 
maly, they  sure  as  hell  have  an  obligation 
to  deliver  the  facts  on  which  this  conclu- 
sion was  based. 

From  what  I  can  tell,  the  Aug.  3  gather- 
ing at  James  Lick  School  was  more  like 
a  press  conference  than  a  public  meeting. 
If  there  were  flyers  posted  anywhere 
about  this  meeting.  I  didn't  see  them.  I 
am  on  the  Health  Department's  mailing 
list,  and  have  twice  given  my  name  and 
address  to  the  neighborhood's  Cancer 
Cluster  Citizens  Committee,  but  still 
heard  nothing  prior  lo  this  "meeting."  No 
wonder,  as  Larry  Beresford  reported,  it 
was  "sparsely  attended."

Editor's  Note:  Mr.  Norton  has  a  right 
to  expect  proof  of  any  official  declaration 
that  the  Noe-Eureka  Valley  child  cancer 
cluster  was  a  statistical  fluke.  But  as  the 
Voice  reported  last  month,  the  Health 
Department  representatives  merely  an- 
nounced Aug.  3  that  so  far  none  of  the 


potential  environmental  hazards  they 
studied— including  local  water  and 
Sittro  Tower  radio  waves— had  been 
linked  to  higher  than  normal  cancer  rates 
from  mo  to  mS.  Also,  the  results  on 
their  investigation  of  air  emissions  from 
U.C.  Medical  Center  were  not  expected 
until  sometime  this  month. 

Health  Department  epidemiologist  Dr. 
Duncan  Saunders  did  not  "publicly  de- 
clare that  the  cancer  cluster  was  a  statis- 
tical anomaly."  hut.  rather,  offered 
"chance"  as  a  possible  explanation. 
Only  one  case  of  cancer  in  children 
under  5  was  recorded  in  Noe  and  Eureka 
valleys  from  1986  to  mid-1988.

In  receiving  that  permit,  we 
agreed  that  all  Friday  evening  events  at 
the  Ministry  would  be  over  by  II  p.m. 
The  concert  arrangers  and  participants 
on  Sept.  15  completely  ignored  our 
guidelines,  and  we  assure  you  they  will 
never  be  allowed  to  use  the  church  again 
for  any  purpose.  Unfortunately,  we  have 
learned  from  this  incident  thai  we  will 
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have  to  take  more  stringent  steps  to  en- 
sure that  this  kind  of  disturbance  never 
occurs  again. 

The  Noe  Valley  Ministry  thanks  so 
many  of  you  in  our  neighborhood  who 
have  encouraged  and  supported  us.  We 
certainly  thank  all  those  who  wrote  let- 
ters, signed  petitions,  and  attended  the 
hearing  of  the  Planning  Commission  in  a 
wonderful  show  of  community  support 
for  our  conditional  use  permit.

Socialist  Soldier 

The  Long  and 
Weinstein  Road

Al  ChriMinus  lime,  Sylvia  Weinstein 
used  to  ask  her  grandnioihcr  why  the 
other  kids  in  Lexington.  Kentucky,  got 
more  toys  than  she  and  her  four  brothers 
and  sisters. 

"She  used  to  tell  us  it  was  the  Lord's 
way,'"  said  Weinstein  "Of  course,  my 
grandmother  was  very  religious.  Wc 
came  from  a  hard-core  Southern  Baptist 
family  that  talked  in  tongues  and  believed 
the  earth  was  flat." 

But  as  a  young  adult  living  in  New 
York  City  during  the  iy40s.  Weinstein 
came  to  see  her  poverty  in  a  new  light. 
"I  learned  that  it  is  not  the  Lord's  way. 
it's  the  class  system."  she  declared, 

Since  her  political  "enlightenment" 
over  40  years  ago.  she  has  dedicated  her- 
self lo  a  fight  for  socialism  ("Trotskyism," 
more  specifically)  in  this  capitalist  soci- 
ety. From  her  large  and  cluttered  Noe 
Valley  home,  she  launches  petition 
drives,  campaigns  for  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  Board  of  Education,  and 
spins  off  a  regular  column  for  the  national 
monthly  Socialist  Action,  "the  best  news- 
paper in  the  country." 

And  now  the  outspoken  grandmother 
is  channeling  her  energy  into  organizing 
an  Oct.  15  San  Francisco  demonstration 
in  support  of  abortion  rights. 

"I  believe  in  choice."  said  Weinstein 
on  a  recent  sunny  morning  silting  in  her 
27th  Street  home  surrounded  by  over- 
flowing bookshelves,  toys,  plants,  and  an 
aquarium  of  exotic  hsh. 

"!f  a  woman  wants  lo  have  a  baby,  she 
should  have  good  health  care  and 
childcare  to  do  it.  If  she  wants  to  abort, 
she  should  have  a  free  and  quick  abor- 
tion, with  no  questions  asked." 

The  San  Francisco  march  is  a  prelude 
lo  the  Nov.  12  pro-choice  demonstration  in 
Washington.  D.C..  where  the  National  Or- 
ganization for  Women  (NOW)  expects  to 
bring  together  one  million  participants. 

"Women  are  just  outraged  by  what  is 
going  on  in  this  country,"  said  Weinstein. 
referring  to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's 
recent  decision  allowing  states  to  decide 
whether  a  woman  can  get  an  abortion. 
"This  national  march  represents  that 
anger." 

Weinstein  has  also  joined  a  response 
network  that  rushes  to  the  defense  of  abor- 
tion clinics  when  they  are  targeted  by  Op- 
eration Rescue,  an  anti-abortion  group. 

"We  gel  calls  about  5:30  or  6  a.m.  to 
come  down  and  help  when  the  clinics  are 
surrounded  by  a  bunch  of  raving  nuts 
carrying  fetus  pictures  and  screaming 
murder,"  Weinstein  said.  "So  far.  we've 
been  extremely  successful.  We've  been 
able  to  keep  all  the  [clinic]  doors  open." 

Weinstein  brings  a  personal  note  of 
empathy  to  the  pro-choice  fight.  She  had 
two  illegal  abortions  when  she  was  a 
young  woman  in  New  York.  The  first 
abortion  came  not  long  after  she  had 
given  birth  to  her  second  daughter,  and 
the  Weinsteins  decided  they  simply  could 
not  afford  another  child. 

"So  I  asked  around,  and  finally  made 
a  contact  through  a  friend  of  a  friend.  I 
went  to  an  empty  apartment  on  Staten 
Island  and  laid  on  a  kitchen  table  in  front 
of  a  guy  who  could  have  been  the  local 
Midas  man  for  all  I  knew,"  she  said.

Soon  she  was  pregnant  again,  even 
though  she  used  birth  control.  "They 
used  to  call  me  'Fertile  Myrtle.'"  said 
Weinstein.  This  time  she  went  to  a 
doctor,  who  did  a  worse  job  than  the 
Midas  man.  "I  ended  up  in  the  emer- 
gency ward  of  a  hospital  and  had  two 
blood  transfusions." 

Weinstein  Is  particularly  concerned  for 
teenagers  who  end  up  pregnant.  She  is 
afraid  that  many  states  will  pass  parental 
consent  laws  that  will  allow  abortions  for 
girls  under  18  only  if  their  parents  agree. 
Since  most  parents  will  refuse  to  give 
their  consent,  she  reasons,  that  will  mean 
more  teenage  mothers. 

"If  there  is  any  segment  of  our  society 
that  needs  access  to  quick  abortions,  it  is 
Ihe  teenagers."  she  said. 

On  the  other  hand,  girls  who  do  not 
want  to  abort  should  be  offered  free 
childcare  at  their  high  schools  so  they 
can  finish  their  education,  according  to 
Weinstein. 

"Every  junior  high  and  high  school 
should  have  a  day  care  center."  she  main- 
tains. "It  could  be  part  of  the  education 
every  person  in  our  society  should 
have — how  lo  be  a  parent." 

Some  people,  males  in  particular,  reach 
adulthood  without  ever  having  held  a  baby 
in  their  arms,  she  said,  and  that  is  not  the 
right  preparation  for  launching  a  family. 

When  Weinstein  was  chair  of  the  chil- 
dren's centers  expansion  committee  of 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
in  1975.  she  came  up  with  a  number  of 
childcare  proposals,  including  the  plan 
to  have  parent  education  centers  in  high 
schools.  Funding  never  came  through  for 
most  of  her  projects,  though. 

But  the  district  did  open  two  childcare 
centers  for  high  school  girls,  and  Wein- 
stein boasts  of  impressive  results.  "Sev- 
enty-eight percent  of  the  girls  that 
brought  their  children  to  those  centers 
ended  up  going  on  for  higher  education." 
she  said. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the 
childcare  center,  the  young  women  also 
had  lo  take  parent  education  classes  after 
their  regular  high  school  curriculum. 

Besides  tree  childcare,  health  care, 
and  abortions.  Weinstein  has  a  few  other 
ideas  for  improving  life  in  the  U.S.A. 


"When  the  government  decided  it 
wanted  lo  build  a  nuclear  weapon,  it 
gathered  together  all  the  best  scientists 
and  put  them  in  the  desert  with  all  the 
money  and  resources  they  wanted,"  she 
said,  "Well,  it  should  do  the  same  lo  find 
a  cure  for  AIDS.  They  should  bring  to- 
gether all  the  best  minds,  tell  them  to 
share  their  information  and  give  them 
everything  they  need," 

She  also  believes  that  Spanish. 
French,  and  other  languages  should  be 
taught  to  children  in  elementary  school, 
since  that  is  the  age  when  a  person  is 
most  capable  of  learning  a  new  tongue. 
"Every  single  kid  in  school  should  be 
bilingual,  if  not  trilingual."  said 
Weinstein. 

These  ideas  on  health  and  education 
are  part  of  the  reason  Weinstein  garnered 
a  respectable  10.000  votes  when  she  ran 
for  the  city  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1984. 

"We  run  for  office. "  she  said  of  herself 
and  fellow  members  of  the  Socialist  Ac- 
lion  Party,  "mainly  to  gel  our  program  on 
the  agenda," 

Their  program  would  also  mean  a  re- 
distribution of  wealth.  "It's  horrible 
when  you  think  of  the  things  that  are 
happening."  she  said.  "You  read  m  the 
newspaper  that  [Malcolm]  Forbes  can 
throw  a  birthday  party  that  will  cost  $1 
million,  then  on  the  next  page  read  that 
40  percent  of  pregnant  women  in  this 
country  don't  have  health  insurance." 


Weinstein's  own  birthday  parties, 
when  she  was  growing  up  in  Kentucky, 
were  short  on  store-bought  presents,  but 
long  on  family  presence.  Her  grand- 
mother had  18  children,  "so  we  always 
had  a  grandmother  or  aunts  or  uncles 
without  a  job  there  waiting  for  us  when 
we  got  home  from  school." 

When  her  parents  divorced.  Weinstein 
lived  part  of  the  year  with  her  father  in 
Ohio  and  part  of  the  year  with  her  mother 
in  Brooklyn. 

Sylvia  got  her  first  job  at  the  age  of  13 
working  as  a  sales  clerk,  and  had  "all 
kinds  of  crappy  jobs"  after  that.  She 
molded  sheet  metal,  waiiressed,  operated 
elevators,  cashiered,  and  worked  in  a  tea 
factory.  It  was  also  at  13  that  she  met 
15-year-old  Nat  Wfcinsiein.  "We  fell  in 
love  on  a  trip  to  Coney  Island ,"  she  said . 

They  married  five  years  later,  but 
spent  months  apart  because  Nat  was  a 
Merchant  Marine.  Nat  switched  from  sea- 
faring to  house  paintiog.  and  16  years  ago 
the  Weinsteins  moved  to  San  Francisco. 

Throughout  it  all,  Sylvia  hasn't  lost 
any  of  the  passion  that  first  led  her  lo 
embrace  socialism  in  1944.  The  Demo- 
cratic and  Republican  parlies  create  the 
illusion  of  democracy,  she  claims,  but  in 
reality  only  bolster  a  society  where  a 
very  few  get  rich  off  the  labor  of  the 
majority. 

"Nothing  I've  ever  seen."  she  said, 
"has  convinced  me  I  should  change  my 
mind  about  socialism."

the  store. 

"I  was  upsel  when  they  pulled  Berke- 
ley Farms."  chimed  in  Stella  Oliva.  "I 
notice  there's  not  as  good  a  selection  now 
thai  it's  back." 

Ohva  was  even  more  troubled  by  the 
switch  in  spice  brands — from  Schilling 
to  Durkcc.  "I  miss  the  little  chopped-up 
chilis.  I  can't  find  those,"  she  said. 

But  much  about  the  store  has  stayed 
the  same  since  the  sale.  Most  of  the  old 
checkers,  baggers,  and  other  employees 
stuck  with  the  new  t>wners.  although  the 
store's  former  manager.  Mario  Pardini. 
and  several  employees  quit  on  the  first 
day  of  the  takeover. 

"Thai  kind  of  hurt."  said  Hodges,  who 
installed  Stan  Lau  as  new  manager.  Lau 
worked  in  the  24ih  Street  Bell  from  1979 
to  1986.  and  has  now  returned  after  a 
stint  at  Bell's  San  Carlos  store. 


"It's  our  intent  to  keep  every  one  of  the 
Bell  people."  said  Hodges  reassuringly. 

The  Voice  encountered  one  clear  indi- 
cator of  a  new  spirit  of  corporate  control 
at  Bell:  Lau  was  not  allowed  to  be  inter- 
viewed about  the  store.  He  directed  in- 
quiries to  the  corporate  office. 

And  major  surgery  at  Bell  is  definitely 
in  the  works.  Hodges  said.  In  the  next 
few  weeks,  the  company  will  survey  Noe 
Valley  customers,  asking  what  they 
would  like  to  see  changed  at  the  24th 
Street  store. 

Based  partly  on  the  survey  results,  the 
old  Bell  will  be  totally  remodeled.  The 


new  store  will  most  likely  include  an 
expanded  meal  department  with  gourmet 
cuts  of  meat  and  fresh  seafood  and 
shellfish,  Hodges  said. 

The  produce  section  will  be  doubled 
in  size  and,  depending  on  demand,  or- 
ganically grown  fruits  and  vegetables 
will  be  added. 

And  the  new  owners  are  thinking  about 
putting  in  a  deli,  a  salad  bar.  a  gourmet 
cheese  counter,  and  maybe  a  bakery. 

"If  you  could  see  the  plans."  said 
Hodges.  "I  think  you'd  be  very 
impressed." 

The  corporation  is  also  "reviewing 
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Bell's  price  structure."  with  an  eye  to- 
ward raising  some  prices  and  lowering 
others.  Hodges  said  the  overall  effect, 
however,  would  be  lower  prices. 

■"For  ^  long  time.  Bell  didn't  have  to 
worry  about  competition,"  Hodges  said. 
"But  we  worry  about  everyone,"  espe- 
cially fm)d  giant  Safeway,  he  said.  "We're 
not  going  to  sit  there  and  let  them  under- 
price  us." 

Hodges  said  that  Bell,  unlike  Safeway, 
will  not  go  24-hour,  "unless  people  tell 
us  that's  what  they  want.  We  aren't  con- 
templating it  at  this  point." 

The  big  changes  probably  won't  gel 
under  way  until  after  the  holiday  season. 
Hodges  said. 

And  when  the  remodel  finally  arrives, 
will  the  store's  name  be  changed? 

"We  have  absolutely  no  plans  to 
change  the  name."  Hodges  said,  "We 
don't  have  a  better  name  than  Bell."  □

sieal  Tom  and  take  him  down  and  tic  him 
up  in  from  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Saloon 
(where  the  Rat  and  Raven  bar  stands 
todayl,  next  to  the  Noe  Valley  Garage." 

There  was  a  saltion  in  the  boys"  family 
as  well.  Their  grandfather.  Aurelio  Bar- 
sotli.  operated  a  bar  at  26th  and  Castro 
at  the  end  of  the  old  cableear  turnaround. 

In  18%  Barsotti  built  "the  big  house" 
on  Clipper  Ferrace,  His  daughter  Mary 
was  living  there  when  she  met  and  mar- 
ried Edward  Paige,  the  boys'  father. 
Alter  the  wedding.  Paige's  carpenter 
friends  got  together  and  helped  hmi  build 
a  cottage  adjacent  to  the  Barsotti  house, 
where  sons  Ed  and  Al  were  later  born. 

Both  house.s  are  still  there,  witnesses 
to  history,  but  neither  is  occupied.  Fire 
gutted  the  large  one  several  years  ago 
("Al  and  I  started  to  repair  it  and  got  as 
far  as  the  sheelrock  before  we  gave  up 
the  idea."  says  Ed).  The  smaller  one  is 
packed  with  eight  decades  of  memorabilia 
and  surrounded  by  an  overgrowth  of  trees 
and  shrubs. 

After  finishing  the  fourth  grade  at  Noe 
Valley  School,  the  siblings  went  their 
separate  scholastic  ways — Ed  to  James 
Lick  School  and  Al  to  Lick  Wilmerding. 
a  private  trade  school  where  he  learned 
the  auto  repair  skills  that  became  his 
livelihood.  He  started  out  building  horns 
and  loudspeakers  for  phonographs,  but 
soon  switched  to  doing  fender  and  body 
repair  work  for  some  of  the  city's  leading 
auto  agencies,  including  H.  O.  Harrison. 
De  Soto.  Plymouth  and  Rambler.  He 
also  sold  Hudson  and  Essex  cars. 

When  the  Rambler  agency  moved  to 
San  Jose,  Al  was  out  of  a  job  and  retired 
(still  a  bachelor)  at  age  62. 

"The  way  ii  was.  when  you  got  to  be  a 
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Al  f  le/l)  and  brother  Ed  were  9  and  10  years  old  when  they  posed  with  their  puoi  h  in  1916. 
They  began  their  education  with  a  daily  trudge  down  a  hill  and  across  a  stream  to  the  neighbor- 
hood's grade  school,  the  Noe  Valley  School,  photo  courtesy  OF  ED  and  al  PAIGF, 


certain  age  and  you  went  around  looking 
for  a  job.  even  though  you  belonged  to 
the  union,  they  didn't  want  you."  he  says 
niatter-of-faclly.  However,  there's  no  rust 
on  Al's  knack  for  auto  repair.  He  still 
does  tune-ups.  brake  jobs,  and  battery 
replacements  for  family  and  friends. 

Ed  was  doing  carpentry  for  a  cabinet- 
maker and  living  on  Congo  Street  when 
he  got  married  at  age  21,  Changes  fol- 
lowed in  the  next  few  years.  He  switched 
jobs,  joining  the  auto  parts  department  of 
Buick  dealer  C.  S.  "Seabiscuit"  Howard 
(owner  of  the  famous  racehorse).  Then 
he  moved  to  Eureka  Street,  and  was  di- 
vorced from  his  first  wife.  Eleanor 

"She  was  a  wild  one."  he  says  of 
Eleanor.  "She  loved  horses — loved  to 
ride  with  the  wind,  out  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  or  at  the  beach."  He  adds  that  she 
became  good  friends  with  his  second 
wife.  Virginia,  whom  he  married  in  1940, 
A  photo  taken  of  the  two  wives  together 
shows  them  smiling  at  each  other. 

Eleanor  and  daughter  Lillian  now  live 
in  Yuba  City,  and  Ed  still  visits  them 
occasionally.  Virginia  and  Ed  adopted  a 


daughter,  Mary  Ellen,  now  living  on  28th 
Street,  and  a  son.  Robert,  who  owns  and 
operates  Bob's  Takeout,  a  little  restaurant 
on  the  outskirts  of  Melbourne,  Australia. 
Virginia  died  five  years  ago. 

In  the  1930s  Ed  joined  a  WPA  construc- 
tion team  as  timekeeper  on  the  road- 
building  project  that  was  girdling  Lake 
Merced  and  would  become  Merced 
Boulevard.  When  World  War  II  erupted, 
he  went  to  work  on  the  warships  in 
Bethlehem  Steel's  shipyards,  where  he 
stayed  until  1945. 

"After  the  war.  my  wife  and  I  decided 
lo  have  some  fun  and  see  (he  country 
before  we  settled  down  lo  work.'"  Ed  re- 
calls. "So  we  loaded  up  our  little  canvas 
trailer — it  looked  like  a  covered  wagon — 
put  a  mattress  in  it,  took  the  kids,  and 
traveled  over  Highway  66  into  the 
Southwest," 

In  Gallup,  New  Mexico,  they  met  a 
Navajo  couple  and  were  invited  to  their 
home  on  the  Whitewater  Reservation. 
The  visit  sparked  a  longstanding 
friendship  with  a  group  of  Navajos  and 
Zunis  (the  Zunis  lived  in  the  middle  of 


the  Navajo  reservation  at  Whitewater). 

As  Ed  tells  it.  "Our  neighbors  in  Noe 
Valley  would  save  up  their  good  clothing 
and  shoes,  and  we  would  load  up  our 
truck  and  go  down  to  the  Zuni  reserva- 
tion. The  Zunis  took  us  to  a  big  rtxim. 
and  while  wc  laid  out  the  clothes,  they 
sent  runners  all  over  the  village  to  an- 
nounce our  arrival.  The  women  and  chil- 
dren, and  the  men,  loo,  would  race  in  lo 
try  on  the  clothes.  It  was  like  a  big  rum- 
mage sale." 

The  people-to-pueblo  clothing  ex- 
change lasted  for  over  eight  years  until 
Ed  and  Virginia  switched  Iheir  itinerary 
and  began  vacationing  in  Tennessee 
where  Virginia's  family  had  settled. 

After  Ed  and  Virginia  returned  from 
their  postwar  travels,  he  went  to  work  for 
the  city  as  a  parking  meter  serviceman, 
a  job  he  retired  fnmi  in  1971. 

In  1975.  deciding  that  they  wanted  lo 
grow  their  own  vegetables,  the  brtJthers 
and  four  friends  started  plantmg  the  hill- 
side that  eventually  became  the  Clipper 
Terrace  garden.  Subsequently.  McAteer 
High  School  students  began  to  visit  the 
garden  in  order  to  learn  about  gardening 
"from  the  ground  up,"  Ed  remembers 
that  "the  teachers  sat  on  the  hill  watching 
while  the  kids  worked  " 

Apple  trees  planted  by  the  students 
still  bear  abundantly  every  fall,  and  Ed 
harvests  them  for  his  homemade  apple 
cobbler  and  applesauce. 

As  the  classroom  connection  petered 
out,  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban 
Gardeners  (SLUG)  got  wind  of  the  gar- 
den and  began  referring  people  to  Al. 
whom  they  asked  to  manage  the  plots — a 
job  he  agreed  to  do.  and  still  does.  When 
a  potential  gardener  telephones,  he  ar- 
ranges a  meeting  at  the  site  and  points 
out  the  usable  space. 

"People  come  and  go  in  the  garden," 
Al  observes,  "They  work  it  for  maybe  six 
months  or  so  and  then  they  disappear  and 
never  come  back.  That's  when  plots  .be- 
come available," 

Regularly  monitoring  the  50  or  so  hill- 
side plots.  Al  waters  absentee  gardeners' 
neglected  patches  as  well  as  his  own 
carefully  tended  crops  of  spinach.  Swiss 
chard,  carrots,  and  strawberries. 

In  the  early  '80s.  the  brothers'  red  cab- 
bage and  carrots  won  blue  ribbons  in  the 
Hall  of  Flowers  exhibition  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  "We  were  the  only  ones  ever 
allowed  to  exhibit  vegetables  in  the 
flower  show,"  Al  says  proudly. 

These  days  Ed  does  most  of  his  gar- 
dening in  his  own  back  yard,  behind  the 
pink  Hat  on  Douglass  Street  where  he 
lives  with  Al  and  their  sister  Eleanor.  His 
tomato  plants  (San  Francisco  fog  to- 
matoes, as  well  as  beefsteak  tomatoes) 
last  year  produced  75  pounds  of  to- 
matoes, "enough  to  supply  my  neigh- 
bors, my  daughter,  and  her  family — and 
to  can  a  dozen  jars." 

What  does  this  lively  octogenarian 
miss  most  about  the  Noe  Valley  of  yore'.* 
"The  cableear  that  used  to  run  from  18th 
and  Castro  to  26th  Street.  Some  of  my 
old-timer  friends.  And  the  Noe  Theater 
at  24th  and  Noe.  I  used  to  get  in  for  a 
nickel."  he  chuckles.  □

in  July. 

Gillach  also  pointed  lo  zoning  laws 
that  restrict  new  billboards  to  72  square 
tcet,  without  lighting.  The  Castro/Jersey 
billboard  takes  up  approximately  .^Of) 
square  feet,  and  is  lit  at  night.  The  sign 
pre-dates  the  zoning  rules,  however,  so 
it's  legal  under  a  "•grandfather"  clause. 
Even  so.  Gillach  feels  that  the  large  sign 
is  inappropriate  for  a  residential  area.  He 
asked  Gannett  to  follow  the  rules  as  a 
goodwill  gesture. 

So  far,  Gannett  has  complied  with  part 
of  the  group's  request — removing 
cigarette  ads.  But  at  first,  it  seemed  as 
though  even  that  change  wouldn't  hap- 
pen. On  Aug.  3.  Gannett  Outdoor "s  vice 
president  and  real  estate  director.  Donald 
McNear.  wrote  Gillach  that  no  more  to- 
bacco ads  would  appear  on  the  billboard. 
But  a  week  later,  another  cigarette  ad 
went  up. 

It  turned  out  that  McNear  was  unaware 
of  a  previous  contract  with  a  cigarette 
manufacturer.  He  now  says  there  will  be 
no  further  tobacco  ads.  A  milk  ad  re- 
placed (he  cigarette  ad  on  Sept.  7. 

The  advertisements  may  be  different, 
but  the  billboard  is  still  large,  and  still 
low  enough  to  the  ground  to  be  lorn  and 
spray  painlcd  on  C.innetl  doesn'l  seethe

billboard  as  a  problem,  though,  and 
signed  a  new  five-year  lease  last  July. 

"That  sign  has  been  there  for  over  30 
years.  The  property  owner  relies  on  us 
for  income,"  McNear  told  the  Voice.  In 
his  Aug.  3  letter  to  Gillach,  he  wrote. 
"The  sign  has  updated  exterior  trim  and 
lighting,  and  I'm  sorry  you  consider  it  an 
eyesore.

of  the  beholder." 

Gillach  doesn't  see  it  that  way.  "Ads  on 
television  or  in  magazines  serve  a  pur- 
pose— they  subsidize  the  cost  of  news  or 
entertainment.  But  billboards  don't  give 
anything  back  to  the  community,  so 
billboard  companies  have  a  responsibil- 
ity to  listen  to  the  community."  he  said. 

To  make  Gannett  listen.  Gillach's 


group  plans  to  write  letters  to  the 
billboard's  advertisers.  They  hope  that 
advertisers  will  pressure  Gannett  to  with- 
draw the  sign  or  make  it  smaller  when 
they  learn  of  neighborhood  opposition. 

"Or  we  might  plant  a  tree  in  front  of 
it,"  Gillach  said.  Residents  who  want  to 
join  the  fight  can  contact  Joe  Gillach  at

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There's  Nothing 
Like  a  Quake  or 
Two  to  Quicken 
The  Old  Pulse

"How  on  Earlh  Do  You  Prepare  for 
Sonielhing  Like  This?"  asks  a  pamphlet 
put  out  by  the  Governor's  Office  of 
Emergency  Services. 

"This"'  is  an  earthquake,  and  that  very 
same  question  was  reverberating  through- 
out San  Francisco  Aug.  8.  following  a 
1:13  a.m.  jolt  that  registered  5.2  on  the 
Richler  Scale. 

"I(  wasn't  one  of  the  biggest  of  the 
biggies."  says  Rick  Lester,  geologist/ 
seismologist  at  the  U.S.  Geological  Sur- 
vey in  Menio  Park.  He  noted  that  this 
summer's  tumbler  was  comparable  to  a 
5.3  quake  centered  at  Alum  Rock,  east 
of  San  Jose,  on  June  12.  1988.  But  since 
it  was  accompanied  by  two  substantial 
aftershocks,  one  measuring  4.5  at  8:53 
a.m..  the  Aug,  8  shaker  was  jarring 
enough  to  rattle  the  sensibilities — not  to 
mention  the  china  closets — of  most  Noe 
Valley  residents. 

It  also  served  as  a  reminder  that  a  mag- 
nitude 7  or  8  quake — along  the  lines  of 
the  1906  one — could  be  waiting  in  the

"It's  part  of  my  mission  in  life  to  make 
people  aware  and  prepared."  says  Jen- 
kins,  adding  that  the  more  people  know 
about  what  to  do.  the  better  his  office  can 
function  'if  something  really  happens" 

The  local  OES  has  divided  the  ciiy 
into  10  "emergency  response"  districts 
each  with  specific  "mass  care"  facilities' 
In  District  6.  which  lakes  in  the  Mission 
Noe  Valley.  Diamond  Heights,  and  Glen 
Park,  the  firehouse  on  26th  near  Church 
Street  will  be  the  emergency  headquar- 
ters in  the  event  of  a  major  earthquake 
James  Lick  Middle  School,  at  1220  Noe 
St..  is  the  designated  mass  care  facility 
and  St.  Luke's  Hospital.  3555  Army  St. 
and  Health  Center  No.  I,  3850  17th  St! 
are  the  medical  emergency  and  first-aid 
stations. 

The  Red  Cross,  which  is  mandated  by 
Congress  to  "provide  food,  clothing,  and 
shelter  to  disaster  victims,"  has  primary 
responsibility  for  organizing  and  imple- 
menting earthquake  response. 

According  to  Pete  Ashen,  administrator 
of  Red  Cross  Emergency  Services,  if  and

when  there's  a  quake.  Battalion  6  from 
the  26lh  Street  Iirehouse  will  survey  the 
area,  assess  the  damage,  and  report  to  an 
emergency  operating  center  on  Turk 
Street.  The  firefighters  will  use  the  open 
space  around  McAteer  High  School  as  a 
multi-purpose  staging  area  to  bring  in 
heavy  rescue  equipment,  such  as  bull- 
do/ers,  dump  trucks,  and  helicopters  air- 
lifting supphes. 

Should  Noe  Valley  be  reduced  to  rub- 
ble. Ashen  estimates  that  "we  could  put 
2.600  people  in  u  safe,  dry  environment" 
at  James  Lick  School,  which  has  supplies 
stored  in  the  basement. 

James  Lick  Principal  Mary  Lou  Men- 
doza  Mason  says  the  school  holds  regular 
earthquake  and  fire  drills  and  that  basic 
"what  to  do"  Instructions  are  posted  in 
every  classroom. 

"Right  now.  our  first  consideration  is 
the  children."  she  observes,  "but  if  there's 
an  emergency,  we  have  the  space,  the 
food,  and  the  water  lo  help  " 

A  disaster  planning  committee  is  al- 
ready in  place  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
reports  Chief  Operating  Officer  Ginger 
Ayala.  The  hospital  mounts  quarterly 
drills  that  simulate  an  actual  disaster,  she 
says,  with  victims  who  are  made  up  to 
appear  wounded  being  brought  in  by  am- 
bulance into  the  emergency  room. 

The  drill  operation  mobilizes  the  en- 
tire staff,  including  public  relations  per- 
sonnel. "Since  St.  Luke's  has  the  busiest 
private  emergency  room  in  the  city,  we 
are  accustomed  to  managing  high-volume 
emergencies,"  Ayala  notes. 

Where  and  when  will  the  next  earth- 
quake hit? 

"We  think  we  may  have  one.  magnitude 
6  or  so,  around  Parkfield,  15  or  20  miles 
south  of  Coalinga  on  the  San  Andreas 
Fauh  sometime  before  1993,"  says 
geologist  Lester. 

In  the  meantime,  we  all  should  become 
familiar  with  the  earthquake  "do's  and 
don'ts."  the  ones  that  crop  up  in  all  the 
survival  guides  (and  on  page  B9  of  the 
Pacijic  Bell  While  Pa^es). 

As  Tom  Lehrer  sings  in  his  classic  Boy 
Scout  ditty:  "Don't  be  flustered,  don't  be 
worried,  don't  be  scared.  Be  prepared."

What  to  Do  Before 
the  Earth  Moves 

1.  List  and  post  the  work  and  school 
addresses  and  phone  numbers  of  all  fam- 
ily members.  Plan  how  and  where  the 
family  will  reunite  if  separated. 

2.  Post  fire,  police,  and  ambulance 
numbers  on  or  near  the  telephone. 

3.  Learn  how  to  shut  off  the  gas. 
water,  and  electricity.  (Pete  Ashen,  ot 
the  Red  Cross,  emphasizes  the  need  to 
get  a  wrench,  locate  your  gas  meter,  and 
test  the  valve  for  mobility.  "Some  of  them 
may  have  been  in  the  "on'  position  for  .*iO 
years,  and  the  metal  may  be  bonded."  he 
says,  noting  that  gas  explosions  destroyed 
more  homes  than  the  fire  did  m  the  1906 
earthquake.) 

4.  Secure  the  water  heater,  heavy 
appliances,  tall  furniture,  pictures 
frames,  and  mirrors  (especially  over 
beds). 

.*>,  Know  the  safest  spots  in  your  house 
or  apartment  (under  sturdy  tables  or 
desks,  or  against  inside  walls),  as  well  as 
the  danger  spots  (by  windows,  glass  di- 
viders, heavy  furniture). 

6,  Learn  first  aid  and  CPR  from  the 
Red  Cross.  "People  need  to  be  more  self- 
sufficient."  Ashen  declares.  "If  the  phone 
lines  are  out.  you  can't  call  911.  and 
knowing  how  to  stop  the  How  of  blood  or 
start  someone  breathing  again  could  save 
a  life."  (For  a  schedule  of  day,  evening, 
or  Saturday  classes,  call  776-1500.) 

7.  Slash  a  week's  worth  of  canned  and 
dried  food,  water,  powdered  milk,  and 
medication  for  each  person  in  the  house- 
hold. "Grandma  had  a  pantry,  and  we 
should  think  more  like  Grandma,"  says

During  the  Shakedown 

1.  Stay  calm. 

2.  If  you're  inside,  stand  in  a  doorway 
or  get  under  a  desk  or  table.  If  you're 
outside,  get  into  an  open  area  away  from 
trees,  buildings,  and  power  lines.  If 
you're  driving,  pull  over  to  the  side  of  the 
road  and  stop.  Stay  in  your  car, 

3.  Hold  on  and  ride  out  the  motion. 

After  a  Big  One 

1.  Check  for  injuries,  and  lend  a  hand 
to  others.  Apply  first  aid  or  CPR  if  some- 
one needs  it, 

2.  Check  for  gas  and  water  leaks.  If 
there's  damage,  turn  the  utility  off  at  the 
source. 

3.  Check  for  building  cracks  and  dam- 
age, including  the  roof,  chimney,  and 
foundation. 

4.  Check  your  food  and  water 
supplies. 

5.  Turn  on  your  radio  for  instructions 
from  public  safety  organizations  and  for 
news  reports, 

6.  Don't  use  the  telephone  or  your  car 
except  in  an  emergency. 

7.  Wear  shoes. 

8.  Stay  calm  and  be  ready  for  after- 
shocks. 

9.  Remember  the  great  story  you'll 
have  to  tell  your  descendants.  □

What  to  Stash  to

After  a  major  earthquake,  electricity, 
water,  and  gas  may  be  out  of  service. 
Emergency  aid  may  not  reach  you  for 
several  days.  The  state  Office  of  Emer- 
gency Services,  in  its  "  Beat  the  Quake!" 
packet,  recommends  that  you  have  the 
following  items  in  your  home,  al  your 
office,  or  in  your  car. 

Fire  extinguisher 

Your  fire  extinguisher 
should  be  suitable  for 
all  types  of  fires  and 
should  be  easily 
accessible. 


First-aid  kit 

Your  first-aid  kit 
should  be  in  a  central 
location  and  should 
include  emergency 
instructions. 


Wrench 

Have  a  crescent  or 
pipe  wrench  on  hand 
to  turn  oft  gas  and 
water  valves. 


D  ICB  ID  a  nashiight 

Keep  flashlights  (and 
extra  batteries)  in 
several  locations  in 
ca.se  of  a  power 
failure. 


Water,  disinfectant 

Store  several  gallons 
of  water  for  each 
person,  plus  a 
disinfectant  like 
chlorine  beach  to 
purify  it. 


Radio  and  batteries 

Transistor  radios  will 
beuset  ui  for  re- 
ceiving emergency 
broadcasts  and 
current  disaster 
information 


Dry  or  canned  food 

Store  a  week's 
supply  of  food 
for  each  person — 
preferably  food 
that  doesn't  re- 
quire cooking. 


Cooking  source 

Store  barbecue, 
charcoal,  starter,  and 
matches,  in  case  the 
city's  utilities  are  out 
of  service. 


Blankets,  clothing 

Extra  blankets  and 
clothing  may  be 
necessary  to  keep 
warm,  and  a  sturdy 
pair  of  shoes  is 
always  a  plus.

Noyes  Tiitoring  Up  Close  and  Personal

"There's  more  than  one  way  to  solve  a 
problem."  asserts  Kaiia  Noyes.  the  direc- 
tor of  Noyes  Tutoring  Service.  "And  that's 
what  I  want  to  show  niy  students." 

Noyes.  who  hves  in  Glen  Park,  has  been 
tutorint;  for  the  past  six  years.  Her  service 
tocuscs  mainly  on  high  school  nialh  and 
science,  but  also  includes  tutoring  lor  all 
ages  in  reading,  writing,  study  skills,  and 
■■mulii-sensory  learning  techniques."  Her 
enthusiasm  tor  her  work  shows. 

"1  love  the  one-to-one  experience," 
says  the  31-year-oId,  blond-haired  in- 
structor, who  has  a  broad  liberal  arts 
education,  plus  live  years  of  additional 
training  in  leaching  reading.  "The  connec- 
tion Tm  able  to  develop  with  my  students 
IS  for  me  so  much  deeper  than  a  class- 
room connection  And  I  get  the  satisfac- 
tion of  seeing  results  much  more  quickly."

who  have  learning  difficulties  such  as 
dyslexia.  Tutors  from  Noyes  work  with 
clients  (many  from  Noe  Valley  who  at- 
tend McAtcer  and  J-owe!l  high  schools) 
in  their  homes,  at  a  charge  of  $1K  an  hour. 

For  Hollnian  Street  parent  John 
Richards.  Noyes  Tutoring  turned  out  to 
be  iust  the  solution  to  helping  his  daugh- 
ter Becky  overcome  the  problems  she 
was  having  with  math  last  year.  Although 
an  honors  student  and  a  high  achiever  in 
math.  Becky  was  feeling  confused  during 
her  calculus  class. 

"We  tried  the  school  tut<irs.  but  that 
didn't  work."  says  John,  "'so  wc  turned  to 
Noyes.  Katia  put  a  lot  of  energy  into 
finding  just  the  right  tutor." 

Becky,  who  saw  her  tutor  10  times, 
says.  "I  was  scared  of  my  math  teacher 
at  school,  who  was  really  intimidating, 
so  I  didn't  want  to  admit  that  I  didn't 
understand.  It  was  really  good  to  have 
someone  explain  things  to  me  a  little 
more  clearly.  My  tutor  cared  about  what 
I  was  doing." 

Noyes  tutor  Mohammed  Sa-ib.  who 
went  "through  the  meat  grinder"  of 
highly  competitive,  rigorously  demand- 
ing schools  in  Palestine,  where  he  grew 
up.  notes  that  "American  schools  allow 
for  more  freedom  and  creativity  than  the 
schools  I  went  to.  but  there  is  still  some- 
thing wrong  with  this  educational  system. 
Every  teacher  has  25  to  30  students, 
and  a  student  who  needs  individual  atten- 
tion can  become  just  another  face  in 
the  crowd." 

Sa-ib  is  working  toward  a  master's  de- 
gree in  engineering,  and  has  tutored  both 
high  school  and  college  students  in  math, 
science,  computer  programming,  elec- 
tronics, and  even  philosophy.  "Most  of 
my  students  just  do  not  know  the  basics." 
he  says.  "And  when  I  ask  them,  'What  is 
algebra?  What  is  geometry?'  no  one 
knows.  They  have  the  textbook.  They 
watch  the  blackboard.  But  that's  it.

"They  don't  see  the  point  to  learning 
algebra,  don't  think  it's  important.  So  I 
try  to  put  it  into  perspective,  make  it 
more  humane.  And  I  try  to  let  them  know, 
before  we  ever  get  started,  that  it  won't 
be  as  hard  as  they  think." 

Tutors  need  to  be  more  than  jusi  well 
educated,  says  Noyes.  "1  want  tutors  who 
have  a  genuine  love  of  learning,  but  who 
are  not  too  dry.  intimidating,  or  serious." 

"Tutors  have  to  be  able  to  accommo- 
date their  teaching  methods,  and  styles, 
to  the  student,  If  one  way  isn't  clear,  you 
have  to  hnd  another  way." 

Take  reading,  for  example.  If  a  child 
can't  get  the  hang  of  "sounding  out" 
words  phonetically,  says  Noyes.  she  will 
switch  to  other  approaches,  or  "cues." 
Those  cues  might  include  visual  exer- 
cises, "whole  word"  games  and  memori- 
zation, or  body  movements,  A  dancer 
with  the  Christopher  Beck  Dance  Com- 
pany for  many  years,  Noyes  has  a  special 
knack  for  this  last  approach. 

"There  is  always  a  way,"  she  says,  "to 
show  them  that  they  are  intelligent,  and

how  Ihey  can  be  imelligent," 

Noe  Valley  resident  Dennis  Hayes,  17, 
went  through  two  teachers  and  three 
tutors,  "and  none  of  them  were  able  to 
teach  me  Algebra  I."  he  declares.  But 
then  Katia  came  along. 

"I  felt  completely  helpless  and  stupid, 
but  Katia  was  very  patient,  and  she  took 
it  one  step  at  a  time,  instead  of  trying  to 
cram  the  whole  concept  in  at  once." 

Tutors  need  to  know  how  to  listen,  ob- 
serves Noyes.  especially  to  teens,  "Let 
them  open  up  to  you."  she  says,  "and  tr>' 
to  understand  how  they  feel.  If  the  ten- 
sion is  mounting  during  a  session  because 
they  don't  understand  something,  you 
have  to  be  able  to  let  go  of  your  own 
goals — stop  pushing  and  validate  Ihcir 
feelings." 

It's  a  mistake  to  talk  too  much  when 
tutoring.  Noyes  emphasizes. 

"Talking  conceptually  will  immediately 
turn  off  90  percent  of  my  students.  You 
have  to  look  at  what  ihey  can  do.  then  lei 
them  have  the  satisfaction  of  doing  it!"  □ 
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Weil  Leads  the  Cheers  at  Yay  Kids!

Dorc  Weil,  a  sparkly  chcsinut-haired 
woman  in  her  40s.  exudes  confidence 
when  she  speaks  o{  her  brainchild  Yay 
Kids!,  the  tutorial  service  she  started  in 
1979.  And  that's  the  same  feeling  she 
wants  to  impart  to  her  students,  ranging 
trom  kindergarteners  to  high  schoolers. 

"We  try  to  provide  an  E  T.  heart  hght 
for  every  child."  she  says. 

Yay  Kids!  originated  in  Hillsborough, 
where  Weil  (a  2()-year  veteran  school 
teacher)  ha.s  been  teaching  grade  school 
for  the  past  10  years.  But  as  of  last  May 
(the  same  month  that  she  received  the 
J.  Russell  Kent  Meritorious  Program 
Award  for  her  innovative  "peer  buddies 
interaction  for  learning"  program).  Weil 
expanded  her  service  to  include  San 
Francisco,  and  particularly  Noe  Valley, 
where  she  has  lived  for  several  years. 

Weil  launched  Yay  Kids!  because  ooc 
of  her  students  was  having  problems  with 
his  basic  skills.  When  she  couldn't  find 
htm  a  tutor.  Weil  decided  to  tutor  the  boy 
herself,  and  soon  discovered  that  she  had 
a  real  knack  for  one-on-one  teaching.  In 
m)  time,  she  was  serving  14  clients — and 
earning  more  money  each  month  from 
tutoring  than  from  teaching. 

She  came  up  with  the  name  for  her  new 
business  while  standing  in  line  at  the  De- 
partment of  Motor  Vehicles,  chatting 
about  the  kind  of  personalized  license 
plates  she  wanted  that  would  speak  of  her 
love  of  children.  (She  has  one  of  her  own, 
Brett,  l2'/2.  who  attends  public  school.) 

"Now.  let  me  see.  .  .Luv  Kids.  Go 
Kids,"  she  mused.  Many  possibilities 
crossed  her  mind,  she  says,  but  Yay  Kids! 
wound  up  on  her  bumper. 

Today.  Yay  Kids!  is  an  organization  of 
75  teachers — four  from  the  Noe  Valley 
area — trained  to  dispense  Weils  special 
brand  of  tutoring  to  the  45  kids  (30  grade 
schoolers.  15  junior  and  senior  high  stu- 
dents) currently  enrolled  in  the  program. 

At  present,  only  10  of  the  lutees  are 
from  San  Francisco,  and  there  are  few 
low-income  students  (fees  are  on  a  slid- 
ing scale  from  $25  to  $40  an  hour).  But 
Weil  says  she's  working  on  getting  fund- 
ing for  scholarships,  and  on  recruiting 
more  city  children. 

Weil  carefully  selects  her  tutors  from 
the  ranks  of  experienced,  credentialed 
educators — many  of  them  "master"  or 
"mentor"  teachers  who  are  so  inspired 
by  her  positive  approach  to  learning  that 
(hey  sign  up  to  do  some  tutoring. 

Susan  Stanford,  a  tutor  as  well  as 
Weil's  San  Francisco  assistant,  has 
taught  for  14  years,  many  of  those  in  the 
first  and  second  grades  at  nearby  Rooftop 
School.  She  was  classified  as  a  "mentor" 
math  teacher,  a  title  the  school  district 


gives  10  outstanding  teachers  with  excep- 
tional skills. 

"I  fee!  that  tutoring  is  an  opportunity 
not  only  for  students  but  also  for 
teachers,"  says  Stanford.  "You  can  spend 
time  giving  individual  attention  to  stu- 
dents— something  you  can't  afford  lo  do 
as  a  regular  teacher.  It  empowers  the 
teacher." 

But  credentials  are  not  the  only  things 
Weil  looks  for  in  a  good  tutor.  She  also 
wants  people  who  share  her  own  unbridled 
enthusiasm  for  learning. 

"I  feel  that  education  is  more  than 
academic  subjects,"  Weil  says.  "While 
the  basics  remain  an  essential  part  of  a 
lesson  plan,  empowerment,  creativity, 
and  enhancement  of  one's  feelings  of  self- 
worth  are  just  as  critical." 

Parents,  teachers,  and  luttirs,  she  says, 
must  all  work  together  lo  give  love  and 
support  lo  each  child  who  receives  tutor- 
ing. Although  some  children  just  need 
practice  in  the  three  R's.  she  notes,  many 
need  help  in  building  up  trounced  egos  or 
in  finding  enrichment  through  the  arts. 
Weil  also  encourages  her  tutors  to  focus 
on  each  child  as  a  unique  individual  with 
unique  educational  needs. 

As  the  busy  director  of  Yay  Kids!.  Weil 
no  longer  tutors,  but  she  is  still  a  tutor  at 
heart,  and  eagerly  shares  her  bag  of 
tricks.  She  suggests  that  on  their  first 
visit  to  a  home,  tutors  arrive  with  flowers 
or  candy. 

Her  brochure  instructs  parents  to  "pre- 
pare a  well-lighted,  organized  work 
space,  preferably  a  bedroom,"  and  to 
"purchase  the  following  materials:  scrap- 
book,  primary  writing  paper,  glue, 
stapler,  stickers,  stars,  etc."  The 
brochure  concludes  that  "a  shopping  ad- 
venture can  be  fun.  It  can  set  the  mood 

for  an  exciting  tutoring  experience  

You  are  putting  time  and  energy  and 
money  into  creating  a  special  place  for 
the  tutorial." 

Weil  also  believes  in  setting  definite 
standards.  Each  child  has  to  learn  four 
rules:  "One,  never  use  extra  baggage 
words  like  "huh."  Two,  always  speak  in 
complete  sentences.  Three,  always  sit  in 
a  good  handwriting  position.  And.  four, 
hold  your  pencil  correctly." 

Yay  Kids!  students  are  urged  to  keep 
scrapbooks  of  their  work,  and  they  re- 
ceive lavish  praise  when  they  meet  their 
educational  goals. 

In  one  case,  says  Weil,  a  6-year-old 
learned  to  read,  and  wanted  to  surprise

her  father  upon  his  return  home  from 
work.  Weil  made  a  banner,  and  with  the 
mother's  permission  affixed  it  to  the  front 
of  the  house  for  the  whole  neighborhood 
to  see.  It  read.  "Daddy,  I  can  read!" 

"Gosh,  what  she  did  for  us!"  exclaims 
Jan  Pickering,  one  of  Weil's  satisfied 
clients.  "My  daughter  had  a  self-esteem 
problem.  After  working  with  Dore,  well 
now  she's  a  straight-A  student.  Dore's 
specialty  is  her  upbeat  quality,  phonics, 
and  her  love  of  learning.  Beyond  that,  the 
gains  show  in  the  test  scores."

The  Origins  of 
St.  Paul's  Parish 

By  Larry  Beresford 

The  lirM  Catholic  mass  lo  be  celebrated 
in  Nt>e  Valley  was  held  sometime  in  the 
spring  ol  1876.  in  a  brick  "mission"  al  the 
corner  of  Noe  and  Valley  streets.  Oflicial- 
ing  was  27-year-old  Father  Lawrence 
Brcslin,  who  had  just  been  assigned  to 
the  newly  formed  St.  Paul's  Parish. 

The  parish  covered  a  massive  area 
south  of  22nd  and  Noriega  streets  and 
west  of  Mission  Street,  and  stretched 
from  Berna!  Heights  and  San  Bruno  Av- 
enue all  the  way  to  the  county  line  and 
the  ocean.  But  an  official  church  building 
for  the  200  largely  Irish  Catholic  families 
living  in  the  parish  had  yet  to  be  built. 

The  mission,  an  outreach  from  St. 
Peter's  Parish  m  the  Mission  District, 
was  a  two-story  structure  perched  on  a 
bare  hillside.  Originally  erected  in  1869 
as  a  hospital  by  the  Italian  Benevolent 
Association,  the  building  became  vacant 
in  late  1875  or  early  1876.  Shortly  there- 
after Breslin  moved  in  and  began  cele- 
brating Sunday  mass  and  conducting  cate- 
chism classes  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays, 
assisted  by  a  corps  ol" young  women  from 
the  neighborhood. 

St.  Pauls  lore  holds  that  the  old  hospi- 
tal/mission is  still  standing  today  as  an 
eight-unit  stucco  and  brick  apartment 
building  at  1550-64  Noc  St.  City  Water 
Deparlmeni  records — often  used  to  de- 
termine the  age  (if  old  buildings — list  the 
water  hook-up  date  for  this  address  as 
1905.  The  Voke  wasn't  able  to  verify 
whether  the  Noe  Street  building  was  in 
fact  the  old  Italian  hospital,  although  it 
clearly  turns  up  in  an  1895  photograph  of 
Noe  Valley, 

The  origins  of  St.  Paul  s  Parish,  and 
the  stately  English  Gothic  church  of  that 
name  at  Church  and  29th  streets,  arc 
described  in  a  1980  book  by  John  H. 
McGuckin  Jr.  called  St.  Paul's  Parish:  A 
Ccniurx  of  Service  mO-mO.  McGuc- 
kin credits  the  founding  of  the  parish  to 
George  D.  Shadburne,  a  successful  attor- 
ney and  deputy  recorder  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco, 

Shadburne.  born  in  Brenham,  Tex.,  in 
1842.  served  as  "chief  of  scouts"  for  the 
Confederate  Army  during  the  Civil  War. 
He  twice  escaped  from  Union  prisons, 
and  once  from  the  fate  of  being  hung  as 
a  spy.  Arriving  in  San  Francisco  in  1868.

The  first  St.  Paul's  at  Church  and  29th  streets  was  a  wooden  structure  that  cost  SIH.OOO  to 
build,  its  turn-of-lhe-century  bells  tolled  the  hours  for  a  bustling  neighborhood. 


he  opened  a  law  office  al  623  Montgom- 
ery St.  in  1873. 

Three  years  later,  hoping  to  flee  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  downtown  San  Fran- 
cisco. Shadburne  built  a  new  home  at 
25th  and  Ellen  (now  Hoffman)  streets. 
Once  he  moved  in,  htjwever.  he  found 
himself  inconveniently  far  from  the 
nearest  Catholic  church.  St.  Peter's,  on 
Alabama  Street.  So  he  wrote  to  Arch- 
bishop Joseph  Sadoc  Alemany  in  Feb- 
ruary 1876.  requesting  that  a  new  church 


be  established  in  Noe  Valley.  A  week 
later  Alemany.  joined  by  Father  Thomas 
Gibney  from  St.  Peter's  Parish,  toured 
the  neighborhood  and  turned  up  the  site 
at  Church  and  29th. 

At  the  archbishop's  urging.  Shadburne 
solicited  subscriptions  from  his  Catholic 
neighbors  to  buy  land  for  the  new  parish 
church.  Forty-four  of  them — almost  all 
with  Irish  surnames  like  Clancy.  Duffy, 
Harrington.  Healy.  McGoldrick.  O'Con- 
nor, and  Walsh — pledged  a  total  of

Father  Breslin,  formerly  the  assistant 
pastor  of  St.  Peter's  Parish,  became  the 
hrst  of  many  Irish-born  priests  to  serve 
Noe  Valley.  Born  in  1849  in  Ballydough. 
Mallow.  County  Cork,  and  ordained  in 
1873  for  service  in  San  Francisco. 
Breslin  covered  the  enormous  parish 
on  horseback. 

One  of  his  earliest  responsibilities  was 
creating  a  permanent  house  of  worship. 
Construction  began  on  the  new  church  in 
the  spring  of  1880.  Archbishop  Alemuny 
laid  the  building's  first  cornerstone  on 
April  29.  1880 — the  dale  now  celebrated 
as  the  parish's  birthday— and  the  45- 
foot-high  wooden-frame  structure  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  %  1 8.000.  Father  Bres- 
lin remained  in  the  parish  until  his  death 
in  November  of  1890. 

Monsignor  Michael  D.  Connolly,  also 
an  Irish-born  emigrant,  became  St, 
Paul's  second  pastor  in  1891.  At  that  time 
St.  Paul's  Church  was  the  center  of  a 
bustling  neighborhood  and  commercial 
district.  The  church  bells  tolled  each 
hour  of  the  day.  and  beat  policeman  Jerry 
Mma  had  a  hard  time  preventing  neigh- 
borhood children  from  sliding  down  the 
brass  rails  in  front  of  the  church. 

Connolly,  who  served  the  parish  for4l 
years,  is  credited  with  energetically 
promoting  the  parish's  growth,  and  with 
founding  a  number  of  Catholic  service 
organizations.  These  included  the  St. 
Paul's  chapter  of  the  League  of  the  Cross 
Cadets — a  group  founded  in  San  Fran- 
cisco by  Bishop  George  Montgomery 
with  the  purpose  of  keeping  young  men 
away  from  drink. 

Recognizing  that  Father  Breslin's 
church  was  too  small  for  the  growing 
parish.  Connolly  set  his  sights  on  creat- 
ing a  larger  and  more  durable  edifice.  He 
believed,  however,  that  the  parish  should 
pay  for  the  church  without  going  into 
debt,  so  he  encouraged  parishioners  to 
raise  the  money  through  a  series  of 
bazaars  and  other  fundraisers. 

Construction  on  the  new  building 
began  in  1897  and  proceeded  slowly, 
with  Connolly  acting  as  his  own  contrac- 
tor and  participating  directly  in  the  con-

struclion  work.  He  hired  Frank  T.  Shea, 
known  as  ihe  "Church  Builder  of  San 
Francisco,"  as  architect.  Catechism 
pupils  hauled  rocks  down  from  the 
quarry  at  Castro  and  30th  streets,  and 
many  other  parishioners  also  participated 
in  the  work.  One  of  the  workmen,  a  20- 
year-old  carpenters  apprentice  named 


Thomas  Holphm.  fell  ,o  h.s  death  from 
'  ^'^<;Plc  scall<,ld  in  1902.  He  is  remem- 
f^cred  by  a  cross  in  the  concrete  near  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  church 

The  half-buili  sione  church  emcrijed 
unscathed  from  the  great  1906  earth- 
quake (although  the  old  wooden  church 
buMdmg  was  damaged)  and.  in  fact  re- 
ceived stone  building  materials  from  the 
rubble  of  other  less  fortunate  structures 
includmg  the  old  City  Hall.

who  laid  the  church's  cornerstone  In 
I9(K).  was  on  hand  lo  bless  its  opening  on 
May  29.  191 1-  Its  tower  bell  was  j  giti  to 
the  parish  from  W.  F.  Wilson,  in  memory 
of  his  wife  Hanna.  who  died  in  the  1906 
quake.  The  church's  stained  glass  win- 
dows were  made  in  Munich,  and  the  altars 
are  of  Carrara  marble. 

In  1916,  five  years  after  the  church 
building  was  completed,  Connolly 
launched  into  his  next  project— the  erec- 
tion of  three  school  buildings  to  fulfill  the 
parish's  comniiimeni  to  Catholic  educa- 
tion. Teachers  for  these  schools,  culled 
from  the  Order  of  Ihe  Sisters  of  Charity 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  were  im- 
ported from  Dublin.  Ireland,  by  way  of 
Dubuque,  Iowa.  Much  of  Monsignor 
Connolly's  school  construction  remains 
in  use  today. 

Father  Cornelius  E  Kennedy.  Con- 
nolly's assistant  priest  from  1900  to  1915. 
played  an  active  role  in  Ihe  musical  life 
of  the  parish.  Kennedy  trained  and  led 
the  choir,  organized  a  parish  orchestra 
and  a  51-piece  band,  and  assisted  with 
the  "Drama  of  Ihe  Nativity."  an  elaborate 
holiday  pageant  presented  every  three 
years  from  1887  lo  1913. 

He  is  remembered  today  for  Kennedy's 
Indians,  a  group  founded  in  1913  lor  boys 
It  to  18.  These  "Indians"  spent  pari  of 
every  summer  hiking  down  the  Peninsula 
lo  a  military  camp  near  Sunia  Cru/.  To 
the  accompanimeni  of  an  18-picce  band 
under  Drum  Major  Rudy  Cress,  they 
wtuild  parade  past  crowds  of  cheering 
parishioners  through  the  neighborhood 
to  Valencia  Street,  where  ihey  boarded  a 
train  bound  lor  San  Mateo.  Froin  San 
Maico,  the  hikers  pulled  wagons  lull  of 
supplies  all  the  way  to  Santa  Cru/.  camp- 
ing oul  and  presenling  minstrel  shows 
and  band  concerts  along  the  way. 

In  1927,  when  Connolly''s  health  began 
to  fail,  Kennedy  returned  to  Noe  Valley 
as  parish  administrator.  He  succeeded 
Connolly  as  the  third  pasiorof  Si.  Paul's 
Parish  following  the  lalier's  death  In 
1932.  and  served  until  his  relirement 
in  1951. 

The  parish  was  often  in  financial 
straits  during  ihc  Depression,  and  had  to 
cut  corners  on  utilities  and  repairs.  Ken- 
nedy was  not  able  to  revive  his  Indians, 
but  every  summer  he  would  gather  the 
St.  Paul's  sisters  for  a  trip  to  Camp  Ger-

vase,  at  an  Army  base  near  Healdsburg. 

On  his  retirement.  Kennedy  was  suc- 
ceeded as  parish  pastor  by  Monsignor 
Robert  I.  Falvey.  Falvey  was  Ibllowed  in 
1968  by  Father  John  T.  Dwyer.  Then 
came  Father  Kevin  Gaffey  in  1977. 
Father  John  T.  Cloheriy  became  the 
seventh  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  in  1983;  he 
remains  in  that  position  today.  □

Ode  to  Some  Bygone  Silver  Screens 

An  Illustrated  History  by  Florence  Holub 


As  we  sit  comforiably  in  our  homes  watching  a  movie  on  the  television  screen. 
I  cannot  help  but  remember  the  early  days  and  imagine  how  my  mother  would 
have  enjoyed  television  had  she  lived  longer,  for  her  greatest  pleasure  was  a 
family  outing  at  the  movies.  The  silent  black  and  white  films  of  the  mid-l920s  were 
short  and  amateurish  (compared  to  today's  standards),  with  black  specks  and  threads 
that  wiggled  disiractingly  on  the  screen,  but  they  were  excitingly  new,  often  hilari- 
ously funny,  and  extremely  popular. 

To  meet  the  huge  demand,  movie  houses  sprang  up  all  over,  and  a  succession  of 
theaters  thrived  on  24lh  Street,  starting  with  the  Nickelodeon  in  1915  or  so  (before  my 
lime),  followed  by  two  more  silent  movie  theaters — the  Acme  at  24th  and  Castro, 
and  the  Vicksburg  on  24lh  between  Vicksburg  and  Church. 

During  the  R()aring  Twenties,  my  brother  and  I  would  walk  over  to  the  liny  Glen 
Park  Theater  (actually  a  converted  store  with  seats  and  a  screen  added)  for  the  chil- 
dren's matinee,  which  cost  us  10  cents  apiece.  Usually  it  was  a  cowboy  western 
followed  by  a  cliff-hanger  serial — which  assured  our  return  the  following  week. 

Although  the  hims  were  silent,  with  captions  that  passed  too  quickly  for  little 
kids  to  figure  out.  we  always  knew  who  the  heroes  were  because  a  young  hired  hand 
played  high  notes  on  a  piano  when  the  good  guys  appeared,  and  low  notes  when  the 
bad  guys  hit  the  screen. 

One  Saturday  we  brought  along  Roy,  a  5-year-old  neighbor  boy  who  had  never 
been  to  the  movies  before.  He  sat  wide-eyed  and  motionless  as  the  stagecoach  came 
bouncing  toward  us  and  the  horses'  hooves  pounded  to  a  close-up — then  he  ducked 
under  his  seat  in  terror,  to  keep  from  being  trampled.  Although  we  invited  him.  Roy 
never  accompanied  us  to  a  movie  again. 

In  the  late  1920s,  our  family  saw  The  Jazz  Singer,  starring  Al  Jolson — the  rtrsi 
all-talking  film.  The  "movies"  then  became  known  as  the  "talkies." 

By  the  mid-l930s,  the  Palmer  Theater,  on  Church  between  Castro  and  Noe,  and 
the  Noe  Theater,  on  24th  between  Noe  and  Sanchez,  had  opened.  And  I  recall  several 
other  movie  houses  situated  in  southern  Noe  Valley.  The  small  Rita,  kxated  in  the 
building  that  today  houses  the  Holiness  Temple  of  Christ  al  28th  and  Church  streets, 
featured  German  hIms,  and  was  later  renamed  the  Oel  Mar.  switching  to  American 
movies  and  Saturday  cartoon  festivals  for  children.  Another,  the  Lyceum,  was  a 
much  larger  modern  theater  located  a  few  doors  from  30th  Street  on  Mission,  where 
Safeway 's  parking  lot  now  stands. 

1  remember  vividly  a  landmark  him  from  the  early  ■30s  tilled  The  Trail  ofihe 
Lonesome  Pine  and  starring  Sylvia  Sydney.  Gli>riously  beautiful,  it  was  the  first 
movie  to  be  photographed  out-of-doors  and  in  Technict>lor.  a  process  introduced  just 
a  few  years  earlier. 

Sound,  color,  and  the  rise  of  movie  "stars"  all  combined  to  usher  in  Hollywood's 
Golden  Age.  As  audiences  grew,  sumptuous  movie  palaces  were  erected,  and  the 
grandest  in  the  Mission  District  was  El  Capilan,  located  on  Mission  near  20th.  where 
people  waited  for  hours  to  be  admitted.  I  remember  getting  in  line  at  the  corner  of 
20th  Street  just  to  buy  an  admission  ticket  at  the  box  office,  then  wailing  inside  the 
entrance,  through  the  lobby,  up  the  broad  stairs,  and  across  the  balcony  until  we  were 
led  to  our  seats  by  one  of  many  pretty  young  uniformed  usherettes. 

In  addition  to  the  featured  film,  there  would  be  a  Pathe  News  Reel,  a  cartoon, 
and  a  live  stage  show  with  Jay  Brower  and  his  big  band  playing  the  ptipular  songs  of 
the  day.  It  was  an  enormous,  luxurious  theater,  but  the  combinatiion  of  plush  seals 
and  red-blooded  patrons  attracted  tiny  carnivorous  fleas,  and  1  can  remember  going 
home  scratching.  Today  El  Capitan's  gulled  skeleton  still  stands,  but  houses  only  a 
parking  lot. 

The  greatest,  most  elegant  theater  of  them  all.  the  Fox.  was  erected  on  Market 
near  Polk  Street,  We  three  growing  children  were  first  taken  there  as  a  reward  for 
good  report  cards  by  our  happy  parents.  We  had  to  wail  until  an  earlier  show  let  out, 
but  the  time  spent  in  the  lobby  was  pleasurable  because  of  the  extravagant  decor — 
thick  red  carpeting,  brass  handrails  on  the  stairway,  lots  of  gold  leaf,  finely  carved 
mahogany  woodwork,  and  walls  and  ceilings  covered  with  oil  paintings  of  cavorting 
nymphs  in  flowing  drapery  and  garlands  of  flowers. 

Eventually  we  were  sealed  to  see  a  cowboy  movie  that  did  not  merit  such  an 
elegant  setting  But  10  years  later  my  man-io-be.  Leo.  took  me  there  to  see  Gone 
With  the  Wind,  the  most  celebrated  film  ol  al!  time,  and  worthy  of  the  ambience. 

Sadly,  the  Fox  has  since  been  demolished,  over  great  protest,  and  replaced  by  a 
modern  highrise.  As  the  news  reel  commentator  used  to  say.  ""Time  marches  on!" 

In  1938,  65  percent  of  the  population  attended  the  movies,  but  with  the  popular- 
ity of  television,  only  10  percent  went  in  1968.
